It seems from thiese two separate actions, both looking toward the
same end, that financlers in this and other citles are properly justificd in
saying that there should be closer cooperation between the Secretary
of the Treasury and the variaus organizations acting under him than hay

"war finance corporation.” with a capital of $800,000,000 will meet
necessities of thie case In overy way much better than the plan proposaed
by the Federal Meserve Board, and while they admit that the Federal Re
serve Board was quite within Its functions in the organization of o capi-
tal fssuos committee, they suy the whole performance throws a pecullir
tldelight on the Inck of co-ordination among certain recently formed
organizations in Washington.

“How muany people,” he asked, "are aware of
amount comes to puying the totsl {nterest on our war debt as repre-
gsented by the two lssues of Liberty Bonds outstanding?

“Phis would lenve a difference of only 315,000,000 between the two
major amounis. Of course,” he sald, “there would have to be taken
into conslderation the number of 3tha which were converted into 4s,
which would alter the figures somewhat, but, taking it pro and con, the
amount set aside by this one big corporation for war taxes alone comes
within $20,000,000 or $256,000,000 of meeting the interest on our total war

debt contructed up to date.

Amendment of Railroad Bill

Before it beoame kuown yesterday thul there would be an amend-
ment to the rallroad bIll leaving the time of their being returned to
thelr owners to the discretion of Congress instead of one vear after
the end of the wur, ms proposed, or to the more Indefinite perfod Indi-
cated In the eriginal LIll, there woas conslderable discussion on the street
as to whether the original bill should remain as drafted or whether the
oneyear clause woild be the better plan. The opinlons of the majority
keemed to be on the side of the original draft, as it Is acknowledged
that if the war s to last for, two or three yvears the difficulties of return-
Ing the roads with every one satlsfied would take a much longer time to
solve than one year, and, on the other hand, if the war should cease at an
early dute there would not have been sufficient time elapsed for & fair trial
of governmental control; and it seems now that the roads are under such
control the people of the country would like to see how the plan works
out before the roads would be turned back again.

The amendment in which It Is proposed to leave the date on which
they will be returned to be decided by Congress seems to please both
sides (o the controversy, slthough o coneiderable number were of the
opinlon it should be left to the discretion of the Presidentl.

Bond and investment houses In this city and premmluhly in other
citles located In the Third Federnl Reserve Disirict are receiving letters
from the Liberty Loan Commiitee asKing for the names of sulesmen
connected with these vaulous houses who will v@lunteer for the next
Liberty Loan. These letters indicato that actual expenses will be paid,
One of these letters Indicates the time of the beginning of the next cam-
palgn as March 1, to continue for one month, but the general Impression
18 that this is not correct, and that the next loan may not be issued till
nearer May. One of the letters referred to is intended to cover such
salesmmen as will volunteer for work In the city and the other for outside
districts, In New York the banks have already begun an active
w‘n"wpondenca campalgn. The following {s from a letter signed by the
president of the Mechanics and Metals National Bank of New York:

“Within & short time a third Liberty Loan will probably be offered
by the Government. and steps are actively under way to prepare for
this new war financing. Although no formal annpuncement has come
out of Washington, it Is generally sccepted that the loan will be not
only the greatest in the hilstery of this republle, but also the greatest
in the history of the world.
